From my ex- 
Derience as an engineer I know of no 
cnuse or have no theory as to the cause 
.if the explosion. The general experi- 
ence of engineers as to explosions are 
varied. Some are caused by loff water. 
some by structural weakness some bv 
corrosion and others by tbe breaking 
away of the scale. I don't think the 
little leakage discovered some time aeo 
caused the explosion or weakene I the 
boiler in any way. I consider myself 
a competent inspector of boilers and 
those have never been inspected bv any 
other than myself sine" I was in tbe 
company's employ. 
I consider the old 
boilers perfectly safe under nine-two 
nound'i of steam. Tlie boilers were, in- 
spected by me about three weeks ago last 
Sunday. I sotinded ihem from the in- 
side for defects or cracks and (iid not 
consider it necessary to test the boilers 
by hydraulic
